I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December, 1 966. 

The  Registrar  General ’ s estimate  of  the  raid-year  population  was 
6,430  (6,360)  in  1965. 

There  were  11  live  births  (87  in  I963)  and  2 stillbirths.  There 
was  one  death  of  an  infant  uder  one  year  of  age. 

No  woman  died  during  childbirth* 

The  number  of  deaths  was  I03  (95)  in  1963*  More  than  half  the 
deaths  were  due  to  strokes  and  heart  and  circulatory  disease 
(including  coronary  artery  disease) * 

Five  deaths  were  due  to  tuberculosis  and  seven  cases  of  the 
disease  were  notified  during  the  year.
